A Rumored Compromise. 

WASHINGTON, D.C. March 30.—A report was 
circulated to-day that a compromise was ar- 
ranged between the New York stalwarts and 
the administration, by which Postmaster- 
General James would be appointed 
Collector at New York, and Robertson be 
put in the Cabinet as Postmaster-General. 
Diligent inquiry among the Republican Sena- 
tors fails to give confirmation of this. Well 
informed Republicans think there is no truth 
in it, and that the President intends to stick to 
Robertson. 

Conkling, Platt ahd Arthur have held several 
conferences to-day. They have ascertained 
that Robertson will not be withdrawn, and 
they mean to fight him. All the 
Democratic Senators will support Robertson, 
believing they are sustaining Blame, whom 
they like. Itis probable that Bill Chandler’s 
namefmay be withdrawn, as he stands but a 
poor chance of confirmation. 

The Democrats are ail a; ainst him, a1d sois 
Don Cameron,which on the close Senate would 
reject him. Attorney General McVeagh 
spent two hours in the Senate to-day, 
talking among Senatorsjofjboth sides,and heis 
reported as satisfied Chandler cannot be con- 
firmed. The senate proceedings are dull. 
There are no signs of AY 
break of the dead lock yet, 
though some Republicans get uneasy about 
thecontirmation of nominations they are in- 
terested in. Still the Republicans say they 
will stick, and the Demo- 
crats are determined, The Democrats 
say itis no trouble to them to continue the 
fight, and they mean todoit.

Whereupon the latter 
brought suit for back pay. The conclusion of 
the Court is that whatever,view be taken of 
Blake’s resignation, the appointment and 
confirmation of another man in his place had 
the enect of discharging him from the service. 
Gilmore’s appointment superceded Biake, 
and discharged him from the service, 
without any reference to the lattecr’s mental 
capacity to understand what was a resigna- 
ition. Blake could not thereafter have been 
restored to service without a new nomination | 
und confirmation.

BosToN, March 22.—One ofthe most de- 
serving and practical charities in this city is 
that known as the South End Diet Kitchen, 
and the only drawback to its usefulness is the 
lack of funds—a drawback very apt to attend 
the working of any really valuable philan- 
thropy. Ithas been several years in exis- 
tence, and every season increases its work 
and the extent of its usefulness very far be- 
yond the ratio of increase in its financial con- 
dition, and this has been especially true since 
the managers have assumed the care of needy 
cases recommended to them by the Associated 
Board of Charities, another association, by 
the way, which doesa vast deal of good to 
the poor of Boston. The work of the Diet 
Kitchen is to supply nourishing food to the 
sick people who are too poor to get these 
things themselves, and to whom 
they are frequently of far more 
value than doctors and _ medicine 
would be. Since the ist of December the 
average number of daily applications made 
has been over 60, and the food supplied has 


been beef tea, broth, eggs, milk and other 
diet. The milk bills alone of the kitchen 
amount to about $100 per month. Daily su- 
pervision is exercised by the managers, and 
all possible care and economy is practiced, but 
as there is no established fund upon which to 
draw, contributions have to be depended on, 
and the managers have to doan uncomforta- 
ble amount of begging. 

Another direction in which money is need- 
ed, and where it might certainly be most 
philanthropically bestowed, is toward the 
printing fund of the Perkins Institution and 
Massachusetts School forthe Blind. This is 
the famous school which was opened in 1831 
by the late Dr. Samuel G. Howe, and is 
situated on high landin South Boston, the 
locality being a very fine and healthy one, 
and the building itself being a prom- 
inent object from the harbor’ and 
surrounding country. It was the first insti- 
tution of the kind in the world, where a sys- 
tematic education of the blind was attempted, 
though many others have modelled upon it 
ou both sides of the Atlantic within the past 
half century. The family system is followed 
as far asis- practicable, the inmates averaging 
about 175 in number. Music has been taught 
here with especial success, the tuning and re- 
pairing of all the pianos in the Boston public 
schools being entrusted to the careof the 
pupils of the asylum. Many remarkably fine 
musicians have graduatedfrom this school. 
I havea friend, a young lady somewhere in 
her later twenties, but so pretty and youth- 
ful as to appear barely out of her teens, who 
was educated in this institution since about 
her twelfth year, when she lost her sight as 
the result of that dreaded  scou.ge, 
the scarlet fever. She is a 
most accomplished scholar, thoroughly 
well read, and one of the finest amateur 
pianists whom I have ever heard. Notwith- 
standing that she is totally blind, she is very 
pretty, the dark glasses which she wears con- 
cealing her eyes and not being atall unbe- 
coming, and her manners and general carriage 
ure exquisite. Her self-command is some- 
thing wonderful; she learns inavery few 
hours the location of anv new house which 
she enters, and finds her own way about un- 
aided, and withnone of that painful groping 
about with her hands whichthose of the 
blind who have had less fortunate instruction 
s0 Often show. Occasionally she gets a bump, 
or possibly a fall, but she is very brave and 
always laughs at it and applies brown paper 
and vinegar. 1 first met her one summer 
when she made one of alittle party of us 
who took a cottage at Oak Bluffs—the famous 
cottage city of Martha’s Vineyard—for a few 
weeks. I was wicked enough to 
feel slightly regretful when 1 first 
heard that this blind girl was to be 
one of us—principally because she went by 
special invitation of a dear friend of mine, a 
school teacher, every day of whose vacations 
are needed to recuperate a not over-strong 
constitution, and 1 feared that the care of this 
helpless unfortunate would be a great drag 
on her jiberty. But although certainly un- 
fortunate, my new friend—whom everybody 
dearly loves who knows her—proved any- 
thing but helpless, and indeed she was the 
pet of the house. Always daintily dressed, 
with bright, happy, cheerful disposition, 
ready flow of language on all topics, and so 

entirely mistress of herself that it is ulways 
very difiicult to persuade strangers that she 
cannot see. In fact, itis hard to remember 
it one’s self. I remember the vinegar and 
brown paper that had to be applied te her 
white forehead one day that summer, owing 
to my utter forgetfulness of her loss. Passing 
through a narrow gate, I dropped her arm 
und went first, to avoid a mud-puddle, and 
she, poor girl, went confidently on, and 
brought up suddenly against the gate post. 

These blind people always use the verb ‘‘to 
see’’ just as familiarly as do they who have 
physical sight, the perception of their other 
faculties being wonderfully sharpened. And 
this reminds me of a nice conundrum which 
recently appeared on one of the examination 
papers of the law school in this city, and over 
which I will lst vou puzzle, if you like: 

‘*How can a blind man execute a will, since 
it is eeenety forthe testator either to see, 
or to be capable of secing, the witness sign 
the will?’’ 

But I only started to tell you of the printing 
department of the institution, where were 
printed the first five books for the blind 

ever issued in this country. The special 
printing found only suffices for the produc- 
tion of about two volumes a year, and this is 
unfortunate, as the stock of literature for the 
blind is very small and of limited range, while 
the number of those who have been taught to 
read raised type is now large 
and continually growing. The demand 
by this class for books is 
urgent and touching. Generous contribu- 
tions have been made to the fund of late, and 
a committee has been appointed to solicit 
further contributions.

MISS TINCKER’S EXPERIENCE.

A Real Life Story—An American Woman 
in an Italian Asylum. 
Boston Cor. New York Herald. 


A few weeks after the 8 ppm me of “Sig- 
nor Monaldini’s Niece”? its American readezs 
were shocked by the statement that its 
author, Miss M. A. Tincker, was insane and 
had beensent to an asylumin Rome, and a 
few weeks later the Protestant ge mages of 
these persons who had arched their eye- 
brows; and, like Mr. Howell’s heroine, cried, 
“T want to know !? when told that the bright 
new novelist was a Catholic, were aroused by 
arumor that those designing creatures, the 
Jesuits, had imprisoned the young American 
for speaking lightly of dignitaries 
in her book. ‘Then the story be- 
came darker and divided itself into as 
many versions as the myths of the dawn. 
Miss Tincker had never been insane; the 
Jesuits had stolen all her money; the Vatican 
and the whole College of Cardinals had been 
in the plot; she had been excommunicated; 
laid under an interdict; was writing perfectly 
sensible ietters to her friends in America; had 
been asked to contribute to a very a 
newspaper; had quite lost her intellect; was 
as well as ever, and so on and so on until the 
careless world grew weary of the whole tale. 
Meantime Miss Tincker’s friends ascertained 
that she had been sick, had been delirious 
and, after partly recovering, had gone to 
anipsane asylum for treatment simply be- 
cause that seemed the best place to certain 
officious persons who took it upon them- 
selves to advise her, and because she was too 
weak to decide upon the matter intelligently. 
Once within the walls of the asylum there 
was no emit, except by going through certain 
tedious formalities, and her self-styled|friends 
being of the managing species, preferred to 
keep her under their control and refused to 
fulfill these conditions, so that long afterthe 
asylum physician declared that she was cured 
and allowed herto write and receive letters 
asshe pleased andto perform her literary 
work—in fact, to do everything that she liked 
except to go away—she was keptin confine- 
ment. She did escape at last, and when once 
without the walls she dipped her pen in some- 
thing a little more glowing than ink and 
wrote “By the Tiber,’? whichis to be pub- 
lished next week. 

The heroine is Miss Tincker herself. The 
other characters are members of the Ameri- 
can colony in Rome and certain Italians who 
play the tragic parts very well, the nuns who 
have charge of the asylum, and its doctor. 
The tragic part of the tale comes first. It is 
the history of the handsome gardener, the il- 
legitimate son of a duke, who loves a count- 
ess, a fairand fine lady, who takes him up 
for caprice, from pure love of intrigue, but 
finds that she cannot throw him aside, and 
that the flowery chain that she would have 
woven for him turns into iron bonds that 
threatento drag her down from her social 

osition. Her guilt is discovered, 

er lover is conveniently put out 
of the way; and the American author, 
who __sihas seen the murder, who 
has once or twice seen the lovers together, 
but has kept their secret because she is too 
pure to gossip of sin, falls sick. For months 
she has been persecuted by the creatures of 
the Countess, who have been trying to make 
her lodging unbearable to her, that she may 
not be able.to see the doings of their mistress, 
and in her state of nervous exhaustion she 
naturally becomes delirious. From this point 
the story 1s alinost a record of Miss Tincker’s 
experience as far as itis known to her 
friends here, and itis told with great inten- 
sity of feeling, but with an economy of power 
that reminds one of “Hard Cash.” There is 

a page or two of reasoning on the subject of 
real and apparent insanity, but forthe most 
part the characters tell their own story, and 
the reader is left to draw the moral.

FLORENTINE LIFE. 


Novel Scenes at a Ball—Ladies in the 
Smoking Koom.. 
Florence, Italy, Letter to New York Tribune. 


To the strangerin Italian society, a fash- 
ionable ball in this city of beauty and art pre- 
sents many phases of social etiquette at once 
novel and picturesque. The invitation con- 
sists of an ordinary card, with ‘‘At Home’”’ 
written or printed in one corner, with the 
hour’ probably 9 or 10 o’clock. On the 
guests arrival, even as late as 11 0’clock, he 
is handed “*No. 2,”? for his carriage. Ladies 
and geritlemen are alike ushered into a great 
hall or ante-chamber, sametimes on the 
ground floor, sometimes on the first, and are 
waited on by the same attendants, and the 
fleecy delicate wraps of the ladies are ranged 
beside the rougher garments of the sterner 
sex. There is seldom a mirror before which 
a belle can pose and exasperate her 
escort by detaining bimin_the draughts of 
the oorridor to take the chances of 
catching a severe cold. Next, assent is made 
by an immensely wide, carpeted stairway, 
bordered on either side by a wall of blooming 
azalea and japonica trees, such as are only 
seen elsewhere at the great balls in Paris, to 
the drawing-room door, where the host and 
hostess are always in waiting to welcome their 
guests, who, on being received, pass along to 
explore the line of rilliantly lighted salons 
before the crowd fills them, or seat them- 
selves inafeminine row against the wall, to 
observe and criticize the guests as they ar- 
rive. Ices, syrups, cakes, and tea and sand- 
wiches are dispensed from a table or buffet in 
the dining-room until supper is served by a 
throng of gayly-liveried lackeys, and refresh- 
ments are never expected to be furnished be- 
vond the dining-room door. In some very 
large houses I have found as manv as a dozen 
small tables provided, besides one extending 
the entire length of the enormous dining- 
room, so that at least a hunared guests were 
comfortably seated at atime. A _ bottle of 
champagne is placed at each place, as was the 
custom at the Tuileries at those grand enter- 
tainments given by Napoleon III. A smoking- 
room is open the entire evening, and as much 
frequented by ladies as gentlemen. When I 
first saw this 1t nearly took my breath away; 
I don’t mean the smoke, which was dense, 
however; but I was appalled at a custom that 
has become too familiar in Europe to create 
surprise except among strangers. 
lish lady of high social rank even brought her 
cigarette out into the drawing-room, and 
puffed away among the dancers, entirely at 
ease and exciting no comment whatever. 

The belles of Florence have great beauty 
and fascination, and certainly our own coun- 
irywomen, and many of the English, are as 
much admired. Everybody seems to dress 
well, but the display of family jewels among 
the Italian aristocracy is something fabulous. 
They are always inherited by the eldest son, 
whose wife has a particularly good time dis- 
playing them as long as she lives, and then, 
alas, they are to illumine the shoulders of the 
ever dreaded daughter-in-law.

TORTURING BY ELECTRICITY, 


The Agony Which the Killers of the 
Czar Were Compelled to Undergo. 
From the New York Sun. 


Accordin 
sakoff and Jaliboff, the killers of the Czar, 
have been mercilessly put to torture in the 

resence of General Loris Melikoff. Russa- 
koff was électricized by powerful batteries, 
and forced py the intolerable agony he suf- 
fered to answer the questions put to him. 


terday: ‘*The idea of ne ae criminals bv 
electricity is not original with the Russians. It 
is a British:invention, and was first suggested. 
about five years ago, by an English me- 
chanical journal, in commenting upon the 
execution of criminals by electric shock in- 
stead of by hanging. The English writer 
wanted to do away with the cat o’ nine tails, 
which is administered in England to garrot- 
ers and other criminals of certain classes, and 
use the electric battery, as he somewhat 
grimly jexpressed it, so as to produce indes- 
cribable torture (unaccompanied by wounds 
or even bruises), thrilling through every fibre 
of such miscreants. There was an American 
inventorwho had a design for inflicting this 
species of punishment. He fitted brackets 
of iron on the arms and thighs of the crimi- 
na!, and placed inthem wet sponges. When 
connected with acurrent of electricity the 
shock would by this system pass through the 
legs and shoulders, and avoid the vital parts 
of the body. 

The torture inflicted by electricity is of two 
kinds—by contraction of the muscles at rapid- 
ly recurring intervals and by burning with 
sparks. The tortures of old days, when not 
done by fire or compression, Were the struin- 
ing and tearing asunder of the muscles, Of 
this kind were the rack, scavenger’s —. 
ter, and the cages of Louis XIV.,in which a 
man vould not stand up orliedown. The 
electric shock exactly reverses these comdi- 
tions, 1t produces an enormously rapid con- 
tractionin the body of the muscles at very 
shortintervals. The degree of pain produced 
is about the same. The force of the electrici- 
ty has to be nicely graded, as a too powerful 
shock would numb or kill a man. 

‘*The other method is by condensing a num- 
ber of intermittent sparks on the flesh. This 
burns the skin. and atthe same time produc- 
es contractions of the muscles. If put tothe 
side of the jawit would make every tooth 
ache.”’ 

A distinguished surgeon of whom ques- 
tions were asked concerning the machine 
said: ‘**The best way toexplain it is to give 
you actual experience; then you will know 
exactly how it feels. Here is a Faradic in- 
duction coil.

Facts About Bungs. 
From the New York Times. 


The bung is a homely device, lacking aito- 
em: the symmetry ofan obelisk and having 
ittle even of the grace which corks often 
possess, But its uses are of the most impor- 
tant kind, and wkerever liquids are contained 
in casks or barrels there must the bung be 
also. Itis almost impossible to estimate the 
quanity of bungs made and used annually,but 
the number is Well up in.the. millions. ‘They 
are made of wood well seasoned and are cut 
by machinery whieh is patented. In no coun- 
try are so many bungs made as in the United 
States, for nowhere else are the woods which 
are used so plentiful. Oak, hickory, spruce 
and pine are among the varieties utilized, and 
the bungf actories are seattered about the 
country in neighborhoods where the woods 
used are found. By butting the bungs before 
shipping the cost of transporting -the waste 
material is saved. A great many bungs for 
beer casks are sent both to Germany and 
England from this country, not because they 
are better, but because they are cheaper than 
than those made abroad. Bungs are cut by 
peculiar and ingenious machinery which 
works against the grain of the wood, tapering 
the bung with the grain. In many Cases the 
taperis made but slight in the cutting, and 
then the bung is submitted to a powerful 
compression to increase the taper. ungs of 
ale and beer barrels are of a standard size, 
measuring 17. inches, while bungs for oil bar- 
rels are 2 inches. Whiskey barrel bungs are 
used over and over again. Beer and oil barrel 
bungs are always picked out, because ham- 
mering the staves to startthe bungs is sure 
to injure the coating of the barrels.

Missouri River Improvement. 
To the Editor of the Post-Disnateh: 

DEAR SIR:—Allow me to call the attention 
of parties interested tn the navigation of the 
Missouri River, and especially the ‘Kansas 
City Board of Trade,’’?to the very able, al- 
though condensed, report of Maj. C.R. Suter 
to Gen. Wright, Chief of Engineers, and by 
him to Congress through the Secretary of 
War. 

By this report it will be seen that after a 
careful survey of the nver, from the mouth 
to Sioux City, estimates have been made for 
the permanent improvement of the channel, 
and the protection of the banks of the river, 
securing a depth of twelve feet at low water 
at a cost of $8,000,000, or from Kansas City 
to the mouth for $3,750,000, ana this in the 
very short period of eight -years, and for 
taat portion from Kansas City to the mouth in 
four vears. 


These are very suggestive facts and recom- 
mend themselves strongly to the considera- 
tion of all commercial bodies at New Orleans, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Atchison 
and Omaha, as well as to every delegate in 
Congress from the valley of the Mississippi. 

Now, gentlemen of the Kansas City Board 
of Trade, the Government through its corps 
of sever: has proposed a means by which 
vour long cherished hope may be realized. 

What do you sav? Areyou prepared to en- 
dorse this proposition and spend your money 
to put the ballin motion? 

Greater results than thisehave been achiev- 
ed by far less important bodies than your own. 
You have contributed your money liberally 
for the establishment of a barge line on this 
river, that can never be successfully navigat- 
ed for any considerable portion of the year 
until the improvements recommended or 
some of less magnitude have been made. 

sut before the necessary appropriation can 
be secured for this permanent improvement, 
by adetermined effort on the part of your 
body and through the influence of other com- 
mercial bodies, a very great impediment to 
navigation and, in fact, the greatest one, can 
be overcome. I refer to the railroad bridges. 

By the expenditure of a very small amount 
of money the passage between the piers of 
these bridges can be rendered comparatively 
safe. And while itis obviously the duty of 
the railroads to render this security, I know 
of no law to compel them without an act of 
Congress. : ; : 

But this great obstruction to navigation is 
not confined to the Missouri River. The Up- 
per Mississippi and the Illinois are both 
cursed by these traps, and every boat that at- 
tempts to pass one of these numerous bridges 
in windy weather or on dark nights js liable 
to be thrown against the piers and rapt ge. 
often involving the loss of life as weil as 
property. 

The Government is now making liberal ap- 
propriations for the improvement of naviga- 
tion of rivers, but atthe same time granting 
charters to railroad companies to bridge 
those same rivers wherever and whenever 
they please, seeming to lose sight of the fact 
that there is nothing so detrimental or dan- 
verous to navigation as these same bridges. 

There is nothing more easy or more simple 
than placing adequate protection for boats 
while passing the piers ,of a bridge, and this 
can be done, too, at very smali cost, by vari- 
ous devices united to different bridges. If 
there is anything connected with the com- 
merece of our upper rivers that calls for more 
vrompt and determined effort on the part .of

The party were delayed on the route 
hy a snow storm,and arrived néarly four hours 
late. The ex-President was very much fa- 
tigued, and as he had to make an early start 
this morning he immediately retired. 


He was up early this morning, and at 8:30 the 
arty took carriages and were driven to the 
Jnion Depot, where they took the Iron Moun- 
tain train for Mexico. A PostT-DISPATCH repor- 
ter found the General seated in the parlor 
compartment of President Allen’s car and 
had aconversation with thejgreat silent smoker 
while the trian was made up. Grant was 
seated in the back of the parlor, his stove pipe 
hat tilted back upon his head, 
and a half-smoked cigar between his 
teeth.

Mrs.Grantwas 
seated opposite, to her husband = and 
the other seats were occupied by 
U.S. Grant, Jr., and wife; Senor Romero, the 
Ex-Mexican Minister, Mrs. Allen and Miss 
Sharpe, two ladies who are traveling for 
pleasure under the escort of the Ex-President, 
and Mr. N. E. Dawson, Grant’s private secre- 
tary. Gen. Grant was willing to talk, but said 
that he was so tired and fagged out 
that he could hardly collect 
his ideas. bd is still enthusiastic 
about the World’S Fair, and says that he re- 
grets that other business compelled 4m to 
withdraw from the presidency. ‘It ought to 
bea great success,’’ he remarked, ‘‘and I 
know that the American people have too mnch 
national pride to allow it to fall through.’’ 
‘‘What is the object of your present Mexican 


tour,’’ Grant was asked.

Will Not Reclaim Much Land.

I believe that nearly all of the land 
entered under the old GradnuationAct was enter- 
ed fraudulently. lt was partly the intention of 
the law I] think, for no sane man would ever 
believe that anybody meant seriously to settle 
onanysuch land. All the Government wanted 
was the bit an acre,and as long as it got that it 
was satisfied. Why, those lands are mostly 
unsettleable. I have been all over them and | 
know what I am talking about. The land had 
to be in the market for thirty years before it 
was offered for a bit an acre. It was only fit for 
speculative purposes, and that is all it was 
bought for.’’

What the ‘“‘Commuters” Are Doing. 

The Missouri Pacific ‘‘commuters’’ are feel- 
ing in quite an amiable frame of mind. They 
think they have found a way out of all their 
difticulties, and they will become St. Louis and 
San Francisco commuters, instead of Missouri 
Pacitic commuters. The St. Louis and San 
Francisco Railway has determined to build an 
independent line from Franklin to the city. 


This line has been surveyed and will be com.- 
pleted and ready for use by December 31, 1883. 
he survey runs about a mile south of Kirk- 
wook and a mile and a quarter south of Webster 
Station, It turns north around the Insane 
Asylum and crosses the Missouri Pacific track 
near Grand avenue, coming into the city north 
of the Missouri Pacific and parallel to it. 
This line will not suit the majority of the com. 
muters. They have, however, set themselves 
to work to induce the ’ Frisco people to change 
their route,and to substantially follow the Mis. 
souri Pacific all the way from Kirkwood in. 
They offer to give-a free right of way through 
the various towns to be encountered, and, in 
addition, to raise a certain sum of money. If 
they can make this offer good the railroad will 
make the desired changein their route, and 
will also give some guarantee of permanent 
and reasonable commutation rates when the 
road is built. The onty real difficulty between 
the commuters and the 'Frisco people is in the 
time of the conetruction of the road. The San 
Francisco has a contract with the 
Miseouri Pacific which does not terminate 
unti) December 31. 1883, and consequently they 
don’t wantto build before that time. The 
Ccmiputere want the road built immediately.

Ernst Nuernberger’s Farewell to his Wife— 
A Verdict of Suicide.

Ernst Nuernberger. The bouy ., .- MOOV eres 
floating down the river atthe foot of Miller 
street about noon last Sunday by a captain of 


one of the southern ferry boats, who notified 
two men on the shore. They secured a yawl, 
and towed the body to the bank at the foot of 
Lesperance street, from which place it 
was transferred to the Morgue, 
when it was placed in the 
exposition room atone p. m. <A description 
was publighed and to-day Mrs. Emilia Nuern- 
berger o lives at No. 1318 Monroe street, 
identified the body as that of her husband. 
She made the following statement to Deputy- 
Coroner Pradicow: ‘‘My husband was fifty- 
nine years of age, born in Germany and by oc- 
cupation alaborer. We lived at No. 1318 Mon- 
roe street. The lasttime I saw my husband 
alive was about nine o’clock aeneey morning, - 
He had some trouble on his mind about being 
out of employment and suffered from rheuma- 
tism, and sometimes he would drink very hard. 
He had been workiug at a churn factory at 
Ninth and Howard strects. 
He was out of employment for three weeks. 
When he left home he told methat ‘‘it would 
soon have anend.’’ The verdict rendered in 
accordance with the wife’s testimony and the 
facts was suicide by drowning. It is supposed 
that the deceased either jumped from the 
bridge or some ferryboat, as the body was evi- 
dently carried away by the current. Inside of 
four hours after he left his home- on Monroe 
street the body was in the Margue.

adopt the following constitution gand by-laws. 

Interesting but purely technical discussions 
were held upon the tollowing topics: 

Fuel required per million gallons consump- 
tion raised one foot high, fuel firing, con- 
sumption of smoke, coul vs. wood, cobs, 
crude oil, etc., depth of mains in ground, 
construction of iron, wood and cement mains, 
service pipes, rates, motors, meters, water- 
closets, fountains, bath-rooms, sprinkling, 
ete., fire bydrants, freezing, thawing, Ellis’ 
tables, various systems, direct pressure, stand 
pipes, reservoirs and elevated reservoirs, work 
of plumbers. The subject of waste will occupy 
a great deal of the attention of the assembly. 
The convention will adjourn to-morrow after- 
noon to meet next year at this point.

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HAY INSPECTION. 


Adverse Report From the Committee of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. 


The committee appointed by the Exchange 
directory to draw up rules and standard of 
inspection on hay for the guidance of the new 
Hiay Inspector, whose appointment was re- 
quested by certain members of the Exchange, 
has submitted the following report to the 
Board, showing the impracticability of the 
measure and how it would tend to injure the 
hay trade of this city: 

March 28, 1881. 


George H. Morgan, Esq., Secretary Merchants’ 

Exchange: 

In reply to yours, 2ist inst., informing us that 
we had been appointed by the Board a Com- 
mittee on Hay Inspection, and requesting us 
tosubmit to the Board rules for’ inspection, 
standards, fees, etc., we beg to state that we 
cannot, from the impracticability of the meas- 
ures, recommend any rules tor inspection, 
fees, etc., from the tact that the main receipts 
of hay arrive here and are sold in cars, and to 
properly inspect same would require that ev- 
ery car be unlraded in some warehouse or 
place tor such purpose. Hay is an article that 
will not bear any great expense in handling. 
Thisis the largest hay market inthe world, 
and any ill-advised movement that will attach 
to its receipt, any heavy tax orexpense, will 
soon serveto drive our receipts to other points. 
There is no market inthe United States orelse 
where where acomplete and correct inspec- 
tion of hay is made, The inarket 
of New Orleans isthe nearest approach toa 
proper inspection, and at that point the hay is 
customarily unloaded on the river wharf and 
cotton platforms of depots of railroads, and 
the expense, even with such natural facilities, 
amounts to an onerous tax which can only be 
maintained by an arbitrary State law. Until 
such time as the receipts of our market can be 
concentrated at some warehouse or elevator 
suitably located for all receipus, whose charges 
for handling and storage must be very cheap, 
we can not suggest or presuine upon a success- 
fulinspection of hay. We have thoroughly 
canvassed the matter with those who are most 
interested inthe hay trade of this city, and 
their views coincide with this report. Finding 
the measure not practical or advisable at pres- 
ent we beg to be relieved from further action in 
the preinises.
